This is the conclusion reached 
following examinztion of their 
skeletons, none of which shows 
any mark of injury by any —wea-

After belrg killed, the slaves 
were bur! :d in oblong pits around 
the Mastaba, or g-eat brick tomb, 
of the queen. Ir some cases, the 
tools of their craft were buried 
with them. 

Find Beautifal Vases 

The court 
man who painted the tomb—was 
buried with his paint jars stained 
with many colors The carver who 
shaped out of the hardest stone 
the beautiful vases found In the 
tomb was discovered with hig 
copper, chisel and two specimens 
of his work. 

The excavation of this tomb by 
Walter Emery, the Egytologist, 
who has mdae a number of dis- 
coveries throwing light on the 
civilian of Egypt nearly 6,000 
years ago, has shown that at that 
time slaves or cervants were still 
buried with the rulers.

In its early years, college stu- 
dents not immediately under the 
care of thelr parents, were re- 
quired to attend church service 
twice every Sabbath, and young 
ladies were required to accom- 
pany a member of the faculty. 
Today every student must attend 
the sunday morning chapel ser- 
vice regardless of denomination. 
They are encouraged to attend 
the church of their choice in the 
city also, but there is nothing 
imperative in this regard. 


Student Body Diversified 


Throughout the years the col- 
lege has maintained its non-sec- 
tarian principles. Operated by 
the United Church of Canada, 
Albert College proudly numbers 
Anglicans, Presbyterians, United 
Church, Roman Catholics and 
Jewish adherents among its stu- 
dent body. 

It was in 1867 that the semin- 
ary was renamed Albert Univer- 
sity after Queen Victoria's hus- 
band, the Prince Consort. An ofl 
painting of the Prince Consort 
which formerly hung in Frog- 
moor Castle, and an onyx semi- 
oval Tazza from his writing table 
in Windsor Castle were present- 
ed to. Albert College by King 
George V as mementos in 1927,

Open only for 
young men since 1926, the col- 
lege once again became co-edu- 
cational, seemingly irreparable 
situations were changed and the 
institution, once shaken by de- 
pressional decadence, gained new 
strength and new spirit. For the 
past three years It has operated 
at full capacity, and last year 
some 75 applications for admit- 
tance had to be refused. 
, Consideration is being given to 
plans for expansion, according 
to Dr. Howard, but more class- 
room accommodation as well as 
residences are needed. The stu- 
dent body now numbers 150, of 
whom approximately one- 
are girls. A sign of the times is 
the fact that none of the students 
is “working” his way through, 
and no more than half a dozen 
students are partially supplem- 
enting their funds by doing odd 
jobs around the college? In 1934 
when the student body numbered 
24, nearly all were “working” 
at odd jobs to pay the tuition 
fees.

The jury had deliberated six 
houra and 15 minutes before they 
returned to the court room with 
the verdict that cleared Lama of 
the knife-slaying of his wife wao 
was found dead near their farm 
home on Aug. 16, last. Found 
with her was their nine-year-old 
daughter who was also slain and 


the short, dark Lama will face |°% 


trial for the murder of the little 
girl at the Fall Assizes. 

“You are a very fortunate 
man,” Mr. Justice W. R. Schroe- 
der told the prisoner when the 
verdict had been read. Earlier, in 
his summing up for the jury, Bir. 
Justice Schroeder had told them 
that it was “a brutal, cold-blood- 
ed attack — murder and nothing 
else.” Hé had also told them that 
the Crown's case was built on cir- 
cumstantial evidence and that if 
the circumstantial evidence Isft 
gaps, it was worthless. 

When the verdict was read 
Lama took his acquittal calmly 
but his face became flushed. Mr. 
Justice Schroeder admonished the 
court as it rang with cheers at the 
verdict. 

Eluded Police 

The capture of the five feet, 120 
pound farmer climaxed one of the 
greatest man-hunts in Eastern 
Ontario’s history. Lama disap- 
peared after the discovery of the 
bodies of his wife and daughter 
and for 71 days he eluded police 
posses as he lived off the land 
and played hide-and-seck with 
the law. 

During his chase, Lama kept a 
diary of his activities and pro- 
claimed his innocence repeatedly 
in the document. It was introduc- 
ed as evidence during his trial, 
The document revealed he had no 
love for his 39-year-old wife 
whom, he claimed, made his life 
miserable. He state& also that 
fingerprints taken at the scene 
of the crime would prove his in- 


nocence. ‘ 

Frederick and Daniel Lama, 
sons of the accused appeared as 
Crown witnesses and told of 
family squabbles before the kill- 
ing. They also told of fighting 
among themselves, brother against 
brother. 

Following the verdict, C. P.

Conquer. Snow and Winter 


That storm of some weeks ago which 
brought snow and sleet and upset calcula- 
tions and preparations for defence against 
interruptions of travel and transportation 
-by unusual blockades has by this time lost 
its effect. Another thaw has come this 
week, removing some of the excess snow, 
with the resultant improvement in condi- 
tions in getting about on road or walk. 

Sidewalks are taking a more normal ap- 
pearance and walking is not too difficult 
even though. more than the amount of 
snow in other winters rests on the walks. 
But it 1s packed down and level, which is a 
different condition from that’ which pre- 
yailed several weeks ago. < 

With winter more than half gone and 
spring less than five weeks officially away 
the possibilities of storms remain of course 
but the lasting effect cannot be so marked. 
Two thaws have helped to improve the sit- 
uation. The people’s minds are now set on 
spring and whatever the rest of this month 
and the usually stormy March may bring, 
the people know that the strength of the 
winter is not what it was earlier in the 
season.

Flying to School 


In some parts of Africa children go by 
air to their classes, not necessarily because 
they are enthusiastic but for the simple 
reason that there is no other form of trans- 
portation available. Appropriate aircraft 
are used in out-of-the-way districts where 
the farmers live a hundred miles cr more 
from thé nearest school. A United Kingdom 
aircraft manufacturing firm is making a 
specialty of supplying the twelve to four- 
teen small seat machines for the flights 
across country to the schoolhouses and 
back home. 

With the alertness of pupils anywhere, 
there can be no doubt that many,.of them 
would not mind going farther to school if 
they would have a.chance to go in an air- 
plane. In Canada however schools are gen- 
erally near enough in the.more populated 
areas that pupils can ‘or if the dis- 
tance isa little too great ride in a motorcar, 
a school bus or a street car. However there 
is every likelihood that many a pupil will 
look upon the African boys and girls who 
fly to school as exceedingly lucky. These 
children of Africa will be at any rate well 
educated and airminded which evidently 
will be a happy state of mind in the future.

The Applan Way, “Via Appia” 
as the Romans called it, was one 
of og most famous highways ever 
built. 

Starting from the southern or 
Appian gate of Rome, it ran 
southeast by way of Terracina, 
Capua, Beneventum, Venusia and 
Tarentum to Brandusium, @ sca- 
port -on the heel of the Italian 


it. 
It recelved its name from the 
fact that the first stretch of ubout 


Applus Claudius Caecus (mean- 
ing i sates Claudius the Blind), 
who, in namjng the project after 
himself, took a liberty never be~ 
fore taken by a high officer of 
the republic, but who gained per- 
petual fame by doing so. 

The first 65 miles passed 
throu the Pontine Marshes to 
Terracina on the coast and was as 
straight as an arrow. It was not 
completed all the way to Brand- 
usium until about 244 B.C, Con- 
trary to a populaf notion, the 
roadbed was not at ‘first paved, 
but merely gravelled. The pave- 
ment was lald much later and 
consisted of large blocks of lava 
and stone, carefully hewn and 
fitted together and placed on a 
firm substructure of stones and 
cement. The width varléd from 14 
to 20 feet. 

Under the emperors this high- 
way was regarded as of such 
great importance that it was ad- 
ministered by a curator with 
praetorian rank. Publius Statlus,

Deal With Problem Child 


The Big Brother department 
of the Soctal Service deals with 
the boy who {s a problem child 
in his family. In such cases 
the social worker has to study 
the child, his backgrounds past 
experieAce and present environ- 
ment and first find the reason 
for his behaviour before he can do 
anything for him. Often 
child is removed from the home 
for a time and put under the care 
of social workers, who guide his 
terests and activities in worth- 
while directions, At the same 
time they try to improve con- 
ditions in the home and later re- 
turn the boy to his family. 

The Big department 
deals with the girl, who is a 
problem child in the family. It 
works in much the same way as 
the Big Brother movement. 


like the other parts ‘of soci 
service, is a government agency 
and is supported -by government 
grant. The work of this organ- 
{zation may be divided into four 
parts: (1) Protection; (2) Adop- 
tion; (3) Child Care;,(4) Unmar- 
ried parents. Under protection 
the C.A.S. lends a force to case 
work where and when necessary. 


will explain this: “A case work- 
er went into a home where lived 
a father, mother and children. 
The parents fought frequently 
in front of the children, The 
{ charged both par- 
ents in court with contributing 
to juvenile delinquency by fight- 
ing. Both were put on probation 
for two years and, the proLiem 
was solved”.. Here force was 
used to give the children ade- 
quate environment. The case 
worker tries to keep the home 


for the children. ‘The work is 
done in the home, not out of it. 
Adoption Responsibility 

The C.A.S. takes adoption as 
its responsibility, Most adoptions 
are children of irresponsible or 
unmarried parents “and from 
broken homes... 

Care is given by the CAS. 
to children, whose home ccndi- 
tions are not good. They are 
taken care of, often in other 
homes, until thelr own home en- 
vironment has been improved. 

In the case of children of un- 
married parents, the C.A.S. gives 
care to the mother and, baby 
the parents go to live together. 

The C.A.S. lends force to the 
social service in a legal way only 
when necessary. Force is not a 
good method when others wil 
suffice. Belleville has the 
worker,

In the Kitchen 


Meat is our most expensive food 
item, says Prof. Jessie M. Lamb- 
den, of Macdonald Institute, On- 
tarlo Agricultural College. Suc- 
cessful meat cookery begins at 
the meat market, because the 
right cut must be selected for the 
recommended method of prepar- 
ation. 

There are only two principles 
involved in cooking meat: (1) dry 
heat and (2) moist heat. Tender 
cuts are cooked by dry heat, but 
moist heat is required for tough- 
er cuts. 

There ‘are three methods of 
cooking meat by dry heat:, (1) 
roasting, (2) broiling, (3) pan- 
broiling;“ and two methods of 
cooking meat by moist heat: (1) 
braising, and (2) cooking in water. 

To roast fs to cook or bake with 
the heat enclosed in an open, The 
term “bake” is usually applied to 
ham. . 

To broil is to cook in the direct 
heat of the flame. 

To pan broil is to cook in the 
heat coming from the surface of 
the pan. 

To braize is to brown meat in a 
small amount of added fat, then to 
cover and cook slowly in juices 
from the meat, or in a small 
amount of added liquid. 

To cook in water is to cover the 
meat with water and then simmer. 
This method is used only for cur- 
ed pork or beef, or edible organs. 
Procedure When Roasting Meat 

1, Wipe off meat with a clean 
damp cloth—do not wash. 

2. Place meat fat side up a 
rack in an uncovered roasting pan. 
Do not add liquid. 

3. Season with salt and pepper. 

4. Place in an open of 300 to

Pancakes a ‘‘Natural’’ 


Althought the calendar date for 
Shrove Tuesday is never constant 
the meaning of the day remains 
always the same, as do the ageless 
celebrations connected with it. 
For instance, there's the annual 
competition among members of 
the family to see who can cat the 
biggest stack of golden-brovn 
Pancakes. . . pancakes stacked 
s-0-0 high just oozing with 
syrup and rich, creamv butter. 

This year Shrove Tucsday falls 
on February 18. It’s the tradi- 
tional day of feasting of -augh- 
ter, of happy association. The 
French call it Mardi Gras which 
when translated means “Fat 
Tuesday”. The Italians pro- 
claim it their Carnival Day. It's 
the day before Ash Wednesday 
. ... the beginning of Lent. 

No one is quite sure when 
pancakes became synonymous 
with Shrove Tuesday but we do 
know the custom started in "ng- 
land, long, long ago and today 
is more strongly entrencned 
than ever in the hearts of us all. 
Certainly it is an economical dish, 
and it’s good for you too. 

Now iet’s get at the recipes. 
The first one is a little gem, 
bound to please all the folks. . . 
all the time, 





Boiled Pancake Delight 


1 cup prepared pancake flour 

1 1-2 cups fresh milk. 

Mix and bake according to the 
general directions above.

Many people still use a high 
temperature when roasting meat, 
with the mistaken idea that high 
température seals in the juices.

2. There will be less shrinkage. 

3. There *will be a higher per- 
centage of edible meat. 

4. The meat will be more tén- 
der. 

5. The appearance will be more 
attractive. 

6. There will be no charring of 
bone or fat. { 

7. Less attention will be re- 
quired. 

8. There will be less smoking. 

9. Fuel consumption will be 
less, although cooking time is 


longer,

Capetown, Feb. 17 — (CP) — 
The battleship Vanguard, bearing 
the Royal Family, arrived today 
to the tumultuous acclaim of 
thousands of spectators who lined 
the shore. 

As the giant battleship slipped 
majestically into her berth, the 
crew stood stiffly at attention on 
her deck.

A bright sun bathed the color- 
ful scene, tempered by 2 cooling 
sea breeze. 

Escorted to Moorings 

The Vanguird was escorted to 
her mooring by three South Af- 
rican frigates and six aircraft of 
the South African Air Force. 
Crowds in the dock area cheered 
and clapped constantly as the 
battleship nosed to the anchorage 
past a smart band of the Duke of 
Edinburgh's Rifles.

At 9:45 a.m. Ficld Marshal Jan 
Christiann Smuts, in formal civil- 
jan clothes, and Governor-Gener- 
al and Mrs. Gideon Vanzyl, board- 


ed the Vanguard for 15 minutes.

Their Majesties at the foot of the 
red-carpeted gangway.

Sunday a United States amy 
plane crashed on takeoff ata 
Cleveland airport killing three, 
including Col. Earle L, Johnson, 
National Commander of the 
United States Civilian Air Patrol 
and one of the country's most dis- 
tinguished aviators. 

The Colombia crash brought 
death to six more persons than 
ever-before’ had been killed 
aboard a single plane. The worst 
previous commercial crash was 
the wreck of a Chinese National 
Aviation Corporation plane Jan, 
5 when 42 were killed. In a 
non-commercial disaster in Russia 
in 1935, the Maxim Gorky, then 
the world’s largest land plane, 
crashed with a loss of 49 lives. 


Kesselring Faces |

Colonel Halse disclosed that 
Musolini protested to the Cerman 
ambassador in September, 1944, 
about the Germans’ behaviour in 
Italy.

Membe-zs of the acon ate six 
of the immigrants d been 
wounded, two by shooting, when 
British sailors boarded the San 
Miguel In the Mediterranean yes- 
terday. 

Official reports said the board- 
ing party saw two of the Jews 
jump overboard and fished them 
out. Otherwise, said the official 
version, resistance was slight. 

Three British destroyers brought 
the ship—which the Jews had 
rechristened the Heruth (Free- 
dom)—to Haifa. A curfew was 
slapped on the rity and two bri- 
gades of the British 6th Airborne 
Division moved in to transfer the 
immigrants to the deportation 
vessels, 

The incident was the second 
such in little over a week, On the 
previous occasion, some 650 Jews 
were taken off the schooner La 
Negev and sent to Cyprus to wait 
their turn to enter Palestine un- 
der a British quota of 1,500 Jew- 
ish immigrants a month.

Need’ Large Increase in Population 
To Make Potential Wealth Actual 


Toronto, Feb. 17 — (CP) — K, 
M. Ralston of Montreal, mining 
engineer in the research and de- 
velopment department of the Ca- 


nadian National Railways, said 
today in an address to the nation- 
al convention of the Canadian 
Ceramic Society that a large in- 
crease in population is necessary 
if Canada js to transform its po- 
tential wealth into actual produc- 
tion, 

“Such an increase would go far 
towards solving some of our most 
pressing problems,” he said. “A 
large population would reduce the 
per capita cost of maintaining our 
national framework — a frame- 
work more appropriate, perhaps, 
to 30,000,000 people than to 12,- 
000,000. 


“It would create a vast hime 
market with the result that our 
economy would be less dependent 
on exports than it Js at present.A 
large home market would make 
possible the reduction of unit 
costs of production and this in 
turn would improve our compe- 
titlve position in foreign mark- 
ets.” 

Expansion in primary and sec- 
ondary industrial fields “would 
probably help to provide ade- 
quate opportunities to Canadian 
business and professional people, 
many of whom now find it ad- 
vantageous to emigrate to the 
United States. 

“So'far from immigrants de- 
priving our people of work, we 
need immigrants to provide work 
for our people.”

In 1943, by order-in-council, the 
Board was made the sole mar 
keting agency for wheat.

Mr. MacKinnon spoke during 
continued clause-by-clause seay 
of a bill that would continue 
Board as the sole wheat-market- 
ing agency until the wheat agree- 
ment with Britain expires.
